N E W S OF T H E M O R N I N G . 


Beecher w ill not lecture thin W inter, »n<l 
his “ Life of Christ ” Is to be published. 
A large Jewelry Oft» 1» New York has beeu 
seised f o r sm uggling.

The steam er Ancon leaves San Frauclsco 
for this city to-morrow. 
Madame Ihl, the m urderess of Mrs. Tyler 
Curtis, lias been adm itted to ball. 


T h e managers of the Los Angeles 
and Independence Railroad Company 
manifest a desire to secure ground for 
depot purposes some two miles from 
the business center of the city. We 
cannot, of course, divine why they are 
pursuing this policy, but we can as­ 
sure them that they are mistaking the 
wishes of our business men and retard­ 
ing their own interests. The dejntt 
should lie located as nearly as ]>ossible 
in the business center of the city. 
There is, we have no doubt, land at­ 
tainable for depot grounds within a 
half or three-quarters of a mile of the 
intersection of Main and Commercial 
streets. 
Such a location would he 
more advantageous to the city and 
greatly enhance the value and useful­ 
ness of the road. 


T h e H e r a l d was the text of a rath­ 
er acrimonious debate between Mr. 
P o t t s and Mayor B e a it d u y in the 
Council on* Thursday evening. 
In 
Uie course of his remarks the Mayor 
used language which we consider ill- 
timed and calculated to be twisted in­ 
to a misrepresentation of the H e r a l d . 
When Mr. B e a u d r y asserts that Mr. 
P o t t s has purchased a controlling in­ 
terest in the H e r a l d stock for “our 
enemies" he is, we presume, alluding 
to some one whom he regards as his 
individual personal enemy whom iie 
feared would use the paper to injure 
his private interests. .I f this is what 
Mr. B e a u d r y wished to say we can 
answer that he is mistaken. 
The 
management of the H e r a l d , as he 
is well aware, has remained in the 
same hands as before and we can as­ 
sure him that no stockholder, not 
even Mr. P o t t s , lias given the man­ 
agement the slightest intimation of a 
desire to have Mr. B e a u d r y or his 
interests adversely alluded to. 


The Political Prospect. 


T h e political prospect in tit is county 
at this time is exceedingly favorable 
to the Democracy. The appearance 
among us for a short time of Mr. Wio- 


g t n t o n the Democratic nominee for 
Congress made him many friends and 
we anticipate that his address to the 
people of Los Angeles county, which 
will be delivered on Saturday evening 
next, will convince all that he is the 
man of all the candidates for that 
position,to whom Southern California 
should entrust the advocacy of her in­ 
terests in Congress. He is by far the 
ablest speaker in the lield, and his in­ 
fluence at Washington will do much 
toward securiug the passage of such 
laws as are necessary for the develop­ 
ment and prosperity of this part of 
the State. 
H o u g h t o n proved him­ 
self an unfaithful steward by introduc­ 
ing and advocating the passage of a 
bill which, had it become a law, would 
havechanged the route of the Southern 
Pacific Railroad,to the great injury of 
Los Angeles, and delayed railroad 
communication between this city and 
San Fransiseo for several years. His 
excuse that lie opposed the bill as soon 
as he discovered its nature,is too trans­ 
parent tobe effective. He fully un­ 
derstood the object and conditions of 
the hill when he introduced it and he 
only ceased to advocate its passage 
when its certain defeat became appar­ 
ent. If the people of Los Angeles 
county are true to their interests and 
true to them sel veil Mr. 
H o u g h t o n 
will not poll two hundred votes in this 
valley. The Independents themselves 
concede 
that 
their candidate for 
Congress is virtually out of the con­ 
test. Many Independents avow their 
determination to support the Dem­ 
ocratic nominee.' This feeling is, we 
presume, general among the members 
of the Independent organization. The 
contest is between Mr W iao i n t o n 
and Mr. H o u g h t o n and no voter of 
Southern California who has the true 
interests of the country at heart, can, 
after reading Mr. H o u g h t o n ’s record, 
consistently advocate his reelection. 
Tiie Independent county ticket is not 
received with favor by the voters who 
are expected to give it their support, 
and disaffection seems to be general 
and wide spread. To-day the Dem­ 
ocracy will elect delegates to their 
oounty convention which will conveno 


in this city ou next Saturday, 'fhoy 
have a longways the best of the fight 
as it now stands, but it is an easy 
thing to throw away advantages. The 
Democrats may yet mar their pros­ 
pect and lose a victory that now seems 
to be almost within their grasp. A 
good ticket—a ticket made up of capa­ 
ble men—is the only safeguard against 
possible defeat. Todo this the con­ 
vention must free itself from the in­ 
fluence of rings, cliques, combinations 
and corporations and work with an eye 
single to the best interests of the peo­ 
ple. The H e r a l d is an independent 
journal with Democratic proclivities. 
It believes that in tho principles of the 
Democracy are found the only guar­ 
antee for the maintenance and per­ 
petuation of our Republican form of 
Government. We know it was under 
the administration of the Democratic 
party and through adherance to the 
principles of that party that the nation 
grew from Infancy to manhood and 
stood as she still stands and as we be­ 
lieve site will ever stand, a terror to 
monarchists and the pride and admira­ 
tion of the liberty lovers of the world, 
yet the H e r a l d advocates no man be­ 
cause he claims to be a Democrat and 
chances to secure tho endorsement of 
a Democratic convention. Wesupport 
principles and we can only endorse 
men whom we have reason to believe 
are the exponents of sound Democrat­ 
ic principles, not thoagentsaud work­ 
ers of rings and corporations. Lot 
the convention make nominations for 
the people—the people are Democrat­ 
ic—and the success of their ticket is 
an assured fact. 


The Independents. 


Nothing could have astonished tiie 
community more than the action of 
what is called the Independeut party 
at the recent Convention. No party 
had so favorable an opportunity to 
sweep everything 
in 
this county. 
There were twenty-nine delegates in 
that Convention and twenty-three of 
that number were of the old Republi­ 
can ranks. The Republicans finding 
themselves in the majority appropri­ 
ated everything of any value to their 
old partlzans, and turned over the ref­ 
use to the poor Democrats. Such 
as the Coroner’s office, Public Admin­ 
istrators and the delapidated oflice of 
Sheriff The Sheriff’s office was once 
valuable, but it has been shorn of alt 
its strength, until nobody wants it. 
It will not more than pay the running 
expenses of theoflflce. The Public Ad­ 
ministrator has never made enough 
to pay for the salt that is required to 
season that officer’s bread. The Cor­ 
oner’s fees depends upon the fatal ac­ 
cidents and lawlessness of the country. 
There is not enough of this now to 
pay, and we hope to have less in the 
future. Take it altogether it is a Re­ 
publican outfit, with not enough De­ 
mocracy to leaven the lump. But we 
would not complain if they had given 
us their best Republicans.. They put 
ou two or three good men, and the 
balance are men of third or fourtli 
rate ability. They have made a grand 
mistake if they think that two or 
three good men can drag the whole 
ticket through successfully. If there 
had been a disposition to fairness they 
would at the opening of the Conven­ 
tion, have said to their weak Demo­ 
cratic brethren: “ We will make an 
equal divide of the affair between the 
two old parties and the nominations 
saltII be made upon that basis.” But 
there was none of this fairness in di­ 
viding the offices proposed, and we 
are of the opinion that if it had been 
proposed it would have been ignored. 


A Work for Capital. 


H i t h e r t o the capital of California 
has been invested in land, houses, 
stock and manufactories. We have de­ 
veloped our mines, built cities and 
cultivated farms, but one very im­ 
portant essential to the development 
of our agricultural resources has re­ 
ceived 
comparatively no attention 
whatever. 
We mean the develop­ 
ment of water. In the Eastern States 
men seek for soil. Wo of California 
have good soil everywhere. All we 
need is water and the farmer in search 
of a location Is not particular in the 
examination of the soil. It is water 
sufficient to Irrigate his farm that he 
is most anxious about. Our mesa lands 
and mountain sides are all covered 
with soil that will produce anything 
if they can be irriguted. The desider­ 
atum then is water, and it is to the 
development of our water resources 
that a portion, and no inconsiderable 
portion either, of our capital must In» 
turned if we would turn our broad val- 
lies into fields of grain. 
It is true 
that in many localities streams have 
been turned into ditches, ami artesian 
wells have been struck, but no efforts 
are made to economize the water of 
streams or that flowing from wells. 
It is used for the occasion and when no 
longer required is permitted to run to 
waste. What capital should do is to 
save this water and develop more. The 
Los Angeles river is hardly sufficient 
for irrigating the land of the city in 
the summer season yet we take no 
steps for saving the millions of gallons 
that run to waste in the Fall, Winter 
and .Spring. The same negligence is 
noticeable eiswhere. Now our capital 
cannot do more toward developing the 
country than by building reservoirs 
sufficient in number and capacity to 
save the water which now runs to 
waste from the rivers and wells. If 
moneyed men will turn their attention 
to this all important matter they will 
do more to increase the products of the 
State than has yet been done by oth­ 
er means. 


The Chicago produce market re­ 
mains steady and unchanged.

S a l e m , Oregon, July 30th. —The 
platform of the Democratic Conven­ 
tion is comjHtsed of fifteen resolutions, 
as follows: In favor of unfaltering de­ 
votion to the principles putin practice 
by the fathers of our country; State 
rights; the payment of the public 
debt; return to specie payments; reg­

protective tariff, to the currency of the 
National bauks and to Chinamen; 
they are opposed to Grant and to eve­ 
rybody in office, fraud and corruption, 
and demand reform in all depart­ 
ments, and express sympathy with 
tlie Patrons of Husbandry. 
The nominee for Governor, Lafay­ 
ette Lane, is a son of Gen. Jo Lane, 
and a young lawyer of some ability. 
He is a Democratic politican of ex­ 
tremely radical views and his nomin­ 
ation is said to insure a severe defeat 
for what is called the Gov. W atkins 
Penitentiary Ring. 
L a t e r —The Democratic Congres­ 
sional Conference met yesterday. La­ 
fayette Lane of Douglas county wras 
nominated for Cougress on the first 
ballot. 
[Lane seems to be nominated botli 
for Governor anti Congressman. 
As 
we do not know which lie is entitled 
to, we give him both until further in­ 
formation is received.—Ed. H e r a l d .]

B e a v e r City. July 30.—After recess 
Spicer finished his speech. The first 
witness for defense. Samuel Pollock 
was sworn. 
Ezra Curtis, Lieut, of the 
Militia called me out 
from Cedar 
City to go to the Mendows. 
I was 
toiil we were going to save tbe emi­ 
grants and bury tbe dead. 
We took 
guns and spears with ns. 
It was cus­ 
tomary in those days to carry arms 
at all times when going front home on 
account of the hostile feeling oftlielu- 
dians. Our party had no uniform 
The day of our arrival we lay in camp 
in sight of the emigrants camp. Saw 
no one but Indians who were snooting 
from various points. They were most­ 
ly secreted in brush. That night we 
F 


ut out a guard of four for safety from 
ndians. The next morning Lee ar­ 
rived and more men, also more Indi­ 
ans with two cheifs came with him. 
They seemed friendly. They 
said 
they had been fighting emigrants. 
Lee addressed them in English and 
they understood him. The day of the 
massacre the whites left the camp and 
went towards the emigrants. W it­ 
ness did not go. There were about 
twenty-five whites in the party. A 
flag of truce was sent out and the em­ 
igrant’s messenger met it. We saw 
two wagons load up afterward. W it­ 
ness was not far off, saw emigrants 
come out, the women ahead and the 
men walked with the militia. Heard 
reports of guns but was not then look­ 
ing. There seemed to he one volley as 
if simultaneous. At that time we had 
to go four yards to see over a knoll. 
When 1 got there 1 saw cloud, smoke 
and Iudians rushing in. Wm. Young, 
a sick man and witness remained in 
camp. A picket guard was on the 
hills a quarter of a mile off’. 
Indians 
seemed to rush upon the women and 
head off the line of men. The soldiers 
were then at the rear of the line. Male 
emigrants and some alongside. None 
of the soldiers were hurt. Screams of 
women and yells of Indians rent the 
air. 
Wm. Young was then sworn for de­ 
fense. The defense offered to prove 
that the day before the massacre Lee 
besought liigbee, for God’s sake and 
his sake to send back to Cedar for re­ 
enforcements to protect the emigrants 
from the Indians. The Court ruled 
out theoffer. Defense then offered to 
prove the declarations of Lee. Court 
ruled them out anti said the offers 
should be reduced to writing. 
The 
Court would not allow them to bo 
made in the hearing of the jury, but 
ordered on record. The witness de­ 
tailed the massacre the same as lie ditl 
when on the stand for prosecution, he 
adhered to his statement that the In­ 
dians did not appear on the scene un­ 
til after a volley of gun shots were 
tired. Saw none of the Indians lire. 
Saw them striking at tho women with 
weapons. When the witness saw the 
Indians they were coming on the em­ 
igrants on the same side on which the 
soldiers were, so a shot from the In­ 
dians toward the emigrants had first 
to pass the soldiers.

A frontier stretching through a Span­ 
ish-speaking people and the richest 
m ineral country in the world, from 
San Diego to theG ulf of M exico,ought 
to call for a serious reflection upon th e 
subject of teaching our children this 
language. 
Besides, 111 less th an ten 
years we w ill take the sleeping-car 
direct from Los Angeles to th e City of 
Mexico. 
In less than two years the 
cars w ill be running up the G ila river 
and soon we will be connected w ith all 
of N orthern Mexico by a netw ork of 
railroads.

T H E PRACTICAL USE OF T H E LAN­ 
GUAGE. 


Besides this view of the future, the 
daily practical use of the language 
here at hom e is of sufficient im por­ 
tance to A m ericans to more than ju s­ 
tify the study of it in our public 
schools. T hus far T have spoken with 
reference to A m ericans aud only to 
the u tilitariau side of th e question— 
the business side. 
The literary ad­ 
vantages and pleasures of a thorough 
knowledge of the m ost phonetic and 
euphonious language i 11 the worldcould 
only properly be addressed to a people 
whoso God lias not grown to be m ate­ 
rial w ealth and who are not sinking 
the higher attributes of hum anity to 
the lower level of a grosser plane, 
where w ealth, not m ind and morals, 
is the standard of the man. 


T H E SPANISH SIDE. 
One word, now, with reference fo 
the Spanish side of the question, 
it 
is a wrong, a crim e, against the na­ 
tive Californians, to practically ex­ 
clude the Spanish language from our 
public schools. 
Suppose Mexico liad 
made the conquest of California—an 
A m erican S tate, speaking the E ng­ 
lish tongue—and should have under­ 
taken to compel us to forget our n a­ 
tive language and practically prevent 
its transm ission to ourchildren by ex­ 
eluding it from the public school sys­ 
tem. 
Let us exchange places for a 
m om ent w ith the native Californians, 
and then pass judgm ent on this ques­ 
tion.
